Justice Jackson Makes Clos­ 
ing Address For U. S. At 
Nuerenberg Trial 


NUERNBERG, July 26.— HNS- — 
Justice Robert H. Jackson. Amer- 
lea’s chief counsel for prosecution 
of Axis crim inality, declared today 
that Nazi defendants have presented 
a “ridiculous com posite picture oi 
Hitler's governm ent.*’ 
Jackson told the m ilitary tribunal 
in the closing address for the United 
States that, according to stories of 
Nazi war crim inals, the Third Reich, 
which was to last a thousand years 
was composed o f : 
“A number two man, H erm ann 
Goering, who knew nothing of the 
excesses of the Gestapo which he

Jewish exterm ination program al­ 
though he signed decrees instituting 
the persecutions. 
“A number three m an who was

transm itting H itler’s orders without 
even reading them , like a postman 
or delivery boy.” 
“A foreign m inister who knew lit­ 
tle of foreign affairs and nothing 
of foreign policy. 
“A field marshal who issued or­ 
ders to the armed forces but had 
no idea of the results they would 
have in practice. 
“A security chief who was of the 
im pression that policing functions 
of his Gestapo and SS were som e­ 


what on the order of directing traf- 
| fir. 
“A party philosopher who was in ­ 
terested in historical research, and 
had no idea ot the violence which 
his philosophy was inciting. 
“A 
governor 
general of Poland 
who reigned but did not rule. 
A gauleiter of franconia whose 
occupation was to pour fourth filthy 
, writings about the Jews, but had 
| no idea that anybody would read 
j them .

ders to the armed forces but had 
no idea of the results they would 
have in practice. 


"A security chief who was of the 


impression that policing functions 
of his Gestapo and S3 were some- 


what on the order of directing traf- 
fic. 


"A party philosopher who was in- 


terested in historical research, and 
had no idea of the violence which 
his philosophy was inciting. 


"A governor 
general of Poland 


who reigned but did not. rule.

Pereira Lira, police chief of the 
Rio de Janeiro federal district, sup­ 
plied the tip-off on the proposed 
attempt to llood the country with 
Russian propaganda. 
He charged that a “ Red fifth col­ 
umn is sending its forces into Brazi’ 
to enforce Communist orders." and 
said Sen. Luis Carlos Prestes, B ra­ 
zilian Communist leader, was work­ 
ing in close collaboration with the 
Soviets. 
A 
government 
spokesman 
said 
that while Prestes as a senator is 
immune to arrest—as are 16 Com­ 
munist deputies of the constituent 
assembly—the constitutional guar­ 
antees of senators and representa­ 
tives might be suspended “ in case 
of national emergency." 
Lira named the “ General Slavic i 
Union." with headquarters in Mos- I 
cow. as chief propaganda instigator I 


in Brazil. 
He supplied a list of 
“dozens of foreign organizations in 
Brazil which are dominated" by the 
Slavic Union. 
O th e r C h a rg e s 
The police chief also charged that 
the 
World 
Federation 
of 
Trade 
Unions 
and 
the 
Latin 
American 
Labor Confederation recently de­ 
cided in Moscow to “ weaken and 
paralyze progress in Latin America" 
by supporting

Franco Spain. 
He said trade union leaders meet­ 
ing in the Soviet capital planned i

failed. Lira added: 
June 18 was set as the date tor 
starting a two-week strike against 
Spain.

He said the telegrams proved “the j 
existence oi a Red fifth column in 
Brazilian program for a two-weeks 
subversion decreed from Moscow," 
Lira said the Slavic Union aimed 
to bring all Slavic peoples under

reflected in Rio’s newspapers, which 
devoted entire first pages to the 
subject.

90th Birthday 


Routine Of Other Days Is 
Followed By Author On 
Anniversary

AYOT ST. LAWRENCE. England. 
July 26.—Authors, playwrights, ac­ 
tors and the reading public through­ 
out the world thought of George 
B ernard Shaw on his 90th birthday 
today, but in his own home: 
“No one mentioned his birthday. 
No one dares to. In this house." a 
companion said. 
Shaw Inexcited 
Shaw simply refused to become 
excited over the event. 
He rose at 
8:30, as usual, bathed 
in green- 
tihted bathsalts. had his vegetarian 
breakfast 
and 
read 
through 
the 
newspaper. 
Then, while this hamlet was just 
bursting 
with 
reporters 
of 
the 
worlds press. Shaw set about his 
routine activities. 
He continued to work on winding 
up his affairs, because he says he 
wants to leave his estate orderly 
when his time comes. 
Quite suddenly his Rolls Royce 
appeared at his door and Shaw hur- • 
ried out to it. 
He was dressed in a I 
wide-brimed gray hat and a flow- i 
lng raincoat, and carried a cane. 
As reporters gathered about him he 
merely said: 
“You’re Too Late’’ 
“You're too late, it's all over now .' 
Then 
to his ancient chauffeur 
Shaw chuckled and added: 
“That's an interview—that was." j 
And the car sped off in a rising 
cloud of dust, doing sixty. 
It was understood that Shaw was 
off to London to meet the lord 
mayor of Dublin for the signing of 
papers in connection with his prop­ 
erty in Ireland. 
Meanwhile, an avalanche of mes­ 
sages for the playwright arrived at 
his home throughout the day.

Death Ray Threat 
Of Atomic Bombs 


Given Emphasis

ABOARD ADMIRAL BLANDYS 
FLAGSHIP. Oif Bikini, July 26 .- 
The death rav threat of an atomic 
bomb exploded under water wa.s em ­ 
phasized today by Col. Stafford L. 
W arren, chief of the radiological and 
safety section ol operation cross­ 
roads. 
W arren said the threat would Ix 
"extremely serious” if an atomic 
depth bomb ever exploded in th< 
harbor of a big city while the wind 
was blowing toward the shore. . 
The radiological expert was in ­ 
tensely interested in the thin cloud 
of atomic particles generated by the 
underw ater explosion of the "tost 
baker" atomic bomb in Bikini la­ 
goon. 
At Low Altitude 
He 
said 
the death-laden cloud 
moved in a northwesterly direction 
from the lagoon at a comparatively 
low altitude, expanding to a width 
of 30 miles in four and one-half 
hours aftei the blast. 
Describing tin cloud as "extreme­ 
ly dangerous”, he declai ed it would 
seriously hurt person - ovei whom if. 


would be from an overhead burs 
of the A-bomb. 
He explained that an underwater 
atomic blast produces a double ra­ 
diological hazard, carrying up ware 
as it does not only death ray p arti­ 
cles from the bomb but also radio­ 
active sodiym from water. 
The colonel said a third very real 
danger would exist because of tin 
fact that an atomic cloud generated 
under water would necessarily travel 
at a lower altitude, beyond the dis­ 
persal power of high crosswinds, and 
would fall more quickly. 
He pointed out that radioactm 
dust particles from the New Mexi­ 
co test A-bomb a year ago “are still 
up there” and may float in the U:y 
for years to come.
